Fish Poisoning-. 


In the United States fish pcflsonhig Is 


most frequently due to decomposition 
in canned fish. The most prominent 
symptoms are nausea, vojnttJng and 
purging. Sometimes there 4s a scarla- 
tinous rash, which may coyer the 
whole body. The writer Bass stuBied 
two outbreaks of this kind of fish poi- 
soning. In both instances canned salm- 
on was the cause of the trouble. Al- 
though a discussion of the treataneniof 
food poisoning is foreign to this paper, 
the writer must call attention to the 
danger in the administration jof opi- 
ates in cases, of poisoning wlthteanned 
flsh. 


.Vomiting and purging are.effortii»jQn 


the part of nature to remove the .poi- 
son ana should be assisted by the stom- 
ach tube and by irrigation of the colon. 
In one of the cases seen by the writer 
large doses of morphine had been ad- 
ministered in order to check the vom- 
iting and purging and to relieve the 
pain. In this case death»resulted. The 
danger of arresting the elimination of 
the poison in all cases of food poison- 
ing cannot be tdo emphatically con- 
demned.—Victor O. Vaughan in Pop-- 
ular Science Monthly.

"About 8,000 kegs and barrels of ca- 


pers, a small, sour berry resembling In 
color and shape a green pea, are an- 
nually Imported Into the United States 
from Spain and France," saUd a whole- 
sale dealer In all sorts of foreign con- 
diments In New Kork to tUe writer re- 
cently. "Capers grow on a bush, and 
are extensively, used by all classes of 
cooks In this country for garnishing 
salads and making a sauce which Is 
usually, served with boiled mutton and 
other meats. There are four sizes of 
capers. The smallest are. commercially, 
known as nonpareils and the three oth- 
er sizes are called capuclnes; capotes 
and surfines. The smallest capers are 
the most desirable and bring the most 
money. Very few capers areiimported 
In glass. They are shipped to''America 
In kegs and barrels, holdiag £rom,15,to 
40 gallons of the berries in brine or 
Vinegar. The work of bottling the ca- 
pers la done by the wholesale dealers."

That which most interests an intel 


ligont man is the environment he is in 
The effect of his surroundings is to 
make him happy or to make him un 
happy. His surroundings make him B 
confident or a doubting man regarding 
his success in life.

tal Is to get money. There is not 
anything known to be on earth that it 
desires except money, and there is not 
anything that it will not do ts satisfy 
its soulless yearning after money. It 
will enslave and oppress in the most 
heartless manner those who are sub- 
ject to its dominion to procure money. 
When we know that these things are 
true it will not be gainsaid, when those 
who feel the grinding effects of organ- 
ized capital, say they are true. 


There is not a people on the earth 


who have upon them the enslaving 
conditions there are npon the people 
of Nevada. The most enslaving and 
cruel methods to procure money that 
cau be devised by the ingenuity of 
man has been a Lid. continues to be 
applied to them. There is not any- 
tding left undone to squeeze from the 
people of the State the last cent it is 
possible to get from them, and to carry 
into effect its soulless desire to get
